Pants, Abover 30.—The Semaphore, of Marseilles,

to Paris, accompanied by a Greek priest. One of them 
had her right ear cut off by the Druses while she was 
attending some wounded Christians who had taken 
refuge in the convent where she resided. A letter from 
Constantinople says that the Sultan has sent the Grand 
Cross of the Order of Medjidie to Abdel Kader as & 
reward for his noble conduct at Damascus. The last 
detachments of French troons have sailed for Syria, and 
according to the French journals their presence there is 
much needed. A letter in the Patrie describes F uad 
Pacha as being in a lamentable state of perplexity and 
indecision as to the best means of fulfilling the ends of 
justice, and that he looks anxiously to the F rench for 
aid. By all accounts the Sultan is well disposed, - 
powerless in the hands of his Ministers. Sach “1 ! e 
French view of the Syrian question, and as such I give 
it to you. At Milan a sum of morey was 2 
queathed to be distributed to the best work of cbarity, 
and the execytors have decided upon sending it to 
Garibaldi, in favour of the insurrection in Sicily and 
Naples. Yesterday the Emperor and Empress arrived 
at Aix from Chambery ; their Majesties journey is a 
continued ovation. During their stay at Lyons the 
influx of visiters was so great the hotel-keepers found it 
im possible to provide sufficient sleeping accommodation. 
In one hotel 60 beds were made up on tables and chairs, 
and many people who were not ſortunate enough to secure 
such comfortable quarters had to sleep on the benches 
in the promenades and on the steps of the churches. 
Those of the cathedral were eagerly sought after, being 
rather more retired and quieter than the other churches. 
The city of Marceilles is to present the Empress with 
a diamond bracelet worth 70,000fr.; it is to be orna- 
mented with a large medallion, bearing the arms of the 
city, and in the interior of the medallion, which opens 
with a spring, is the portrait of the Prince Imperial. 
The Espero of Turin says that M. Farini, who went to 
meet the Emperor at Chambery, was the bearer of 
an autograph letter of much political importance 
sidressed to his Majesty from the King of Sardinia. 
The Prince Imperial drove in, yesterday, with his 
gouvernante, from St. Cloud to the Tuileries, where 
he remained some time; he is much grown, and looks 
very intelligent, and as he passes bows frequently to 
the people. The musical journals of Italy are filled 
with accounts of the successes of Malle. Galetti, who, 
irom all descriptions, appears to be the genuine suc- 
cessor of Pasta and Malibran; her voice is said to 
possess a power of reaching the feelings unknown in 
our day, while her acting is incomparable. Her last 
character at Brescia was “ Norma,” which is described by 
the papers as creating an enthusiasm quite unprece- 
dented in that musical city since the days of Pasta. 
After the opera her health was drunk ia the principal 
cafés as the Prima Norma del Mondo; but, without 
going quite so far, there appears no doubt Mdlle. 
Galetti is really a first-rate singer and actress. She is 
engaged for next season at La Scala. At Milan Gari- 
baldi has been made the subject of a military ballet, in 
which the heroic leader dances and wields his 
sabre amidst the frantic applause of the audience. 

The Italian Opera opens here on the 1st of October, 
the principal singers already engaged are Mmes. Al- 
boni, Penco,;Batta; and Messrs. Mario, Gardoni, Bodiali, 
Grazini, Tucchini, Angellini, and Pencanni. The latter 
isa tenor of some merit, and is the onl’ novelty in the 
list. The collection of Dutch masters at the Sonore 
has, within the last few days, received a valuable 
collection in the shape of a painting by Paul Potter, re- 
presenting a white horse with black spots, loose in a 
meadow ; while in the background, are several deer, 
one of them drinking at a brook. The distinguished 
sculptor, Joseph de Fabris, director of the museums at 
Rome, has just died there, at the advanced age of 70.

instances. Hay has sustained irreparable injury, and a 
large quantity also has been carried away by the flood 
of the River Shannon, which have been so unusually 
immense, and carried destruction along a large portion | 
of the county adjoining its banks. Each day brings 
succession of showers, succeeded at intervals by a gay 
sunshine of very brief duration. With regard to wheat 
the crop has been materially affected, but the accounts 
circulated have been very much exaggerated, Oates and 
barley are somewhat injured, but in a great measure are 
likely to survive the damage they received. The potato 
crop is tolerable, and a large quantity are sold daily in 
the markets at an average from 3d to 5d per stone. As 
might be expected, the material results ot the past wen- 
ther was a great depression of business ia the city, which, 
however, has assumed a much brisker appearance for 
the last few days. The weather to-day has been very 
fine, and no doubt we now have a change which must 
tend to improve the aspect of the country. In fact, 
although we had no other than a November temperature 
during the past six weeks, the weather to-day is beau-
